Price of Lumber. 

There have been rumors tn certain 
quarters that the pries of lumber was to 
be reduced all around, the reduotioa 
amounting to 25 per oent. The builders of 
the State were anxious to have the pro¬ 
posed cut made, and In some Inetanoee 
it Is known to have delayed building. 
But the principal builders of Newark say 
that there Is no possibility ot a decrease 
In all kinds of lumber. Some of the bard 
woods may suffer a reduction In price, 
but that Is due to the fact that these 
woods are being substituted by other 
woods, and the demand for them has 
been materially reduced. On the other 
band, the common woods are strength¬ 
ened In prices because the supply has 
not kept pace ‘with the demand. The 
prices through the rush ‘season have 
been well maintained. Lumber has not 
been affected except the coarser 
grades known as sap pine, a material 
that has very little lasting quality. This 
wood fans been used quite extensively 
since ths high prloes of other woods 
have forced It to be need more than ever 
before. Pine, spruce and hemlock have 
not been affected and they represent the 
greater part of the building.

At the insurance Investigation held lo 
Newark by a Legislative oommlttee 
.Frederick Frellngbuyseo, president, sod 
Amzl Dodd, former president and now 
counsel of the Mutual Benefit, testified 
In regard to their oompany. No political 
contributions were paid and no lobbying 
expenses. No officer was Interested in 
any bond or Investment transaction; the 
deposits were kept as low as possible; 
the oompany regarded tontine schemes 
and deferred dividends as of a gambling 
nature and never permitted them; the 
prealdaot’a salary was 525,000 sod the 
two vice-presidents $14,000 and $12,060; 
aleeUoca of trustees were participated In 
t>j about 3,000 policy-holders, who sent 
Is proxies te the offloers. The oompany 
paid back to its policy-holders practically 
all It received, excepting legal rssedve. 
It had reoelved $2711,000,000 In pre¬ 
miums, had paid out $328,000,000 sod 
bad on baud $100,000,000. Agents were 
paid 40 per oent. of the premium for the 
first year and 10 per cent, on renewals; 
It was expensive, but necessary. Lapses 
were small jtnd growing leesj Mr. Vre* 
c linghuysen said be was opposed to the 
Federal supervision law. The Armstrong 
laws of Hew York were too severe. Hr. 
Frellngbuysen said: "Primarily, I would 
require that ooly annual dividend pol¬ 
icies be Issued; second, that a strict 
annual accounting o{ earning! and dlvl- 
deeds be sent to eaeh policy-holder, and 
third, that ths offloers be prohibited 
from participating In the financial trans¬ 
actions of the company." 

Mr. Dodd, who has been with lha Mu¬ 
tual Benefit since 1863, was roeetlred 
with special honor*. He was emphatic 
in his censure of deferred dividends and 
all tontine scheme*. The present laws 
in this State were sufficient to cover the 
Investment question. Mr. Dodd thought 
publicity the beet way of cootrolling 
companies, and by that he meant, he 
said, toning them Inside out. Hoc Id 
not think all Ufa insurance was* blaee- 
log, but property uaed It wae a means of 
frugality.
